tion assumes proportions that de- 
mand attention. 

The department of agriculture, 
through the division of animal Indus- 
try will endeavor to obtain complete 
obedience to tho embargo, for the 
protection of the dairy herds on the 
farms in Illinois.

Meal for Tonight? 

Tho happy custom of Borvlug din- 
ners typical of other InmlB In grow- 
Into qulto n vogue nmong women who 
pride themselves on tho variety of 
tholr home menus. Every country Is 
famed for certain characteristic 
dlsheB, nml these thoughtful cooks 
find that the whole family enjoys tho 
novelty of occasional dishes favored 
by other nations. 

Of course most of us aro too busy 
to undortako tho serving of coursos 
that Involve long preparation. Among 
tho Germans, for example, one of the 
most enjoyable dlshos .Is a Sailer- 
brut i! n, or sour roast, which takes 
nearly a full weok of soaking In vin- 
egar and spices to make It ready for 
tho table. However, there are scores 
of other attractive dishes for which 
wo aro Indebted 'to those excollent 
Gorman housewives, and which rc- 
qulro but little troublo In preparing. 

Gorman style steak, for Instance, 
\h a toothsome addition to any monl. 
Wilted lettuce, cheese pudding and 
potato .salad are other delightful 
dishes that every American family 
should know.

Dr. H. W. Andernon, of tho Horlt* 
culture Department, in Issuing a 
warning to growers, states: 

"Pour lime sulphur sprays UHed at 
the rate of two gallons of concentrate 
ed commercial liquid lime sulphur to 
one hundred gallons of water should 
be applied. The first should be- put 
on when tho fruit buds are snowing 
pink, the second, when the petals are 
two-thirds off, the third, one week 
nfter the petals fall, and the fourth, 
two weeks later than the third." 

Lend arsenate is added to each of 
these sprays to control Coddling 
Moth, Curcullo, and other chewing 
insects. Usually the first of these 
sprays is put on the cluster bud or 
pink Btnge Is the most Important one 
In the control of scab. This spray 
under dry conditions Is best applied 
Just ahead of apple bloom, or during 
the two day period when the buds in 
cluster are separated, prior to bloom- 
ing. In event of n forecasted rain, 
it would be well to advise the grow- 
ers to thoroughly spray their scab 
subsceptlblo varieties Just ahead of a 
rainy weather prediction.

"Tho average yearly amount re- 
quired lo .pay tho Interest on tho 
bonds and retlratho principal of this 
proposed Issuo Is a little loss than 
$110,000.00," Mr. I«qjHlel1 states In 
his report. "If, then, we will receive 
$143,000.00 per year in fuel tax money 
and the bond Issue requirements are 
less than $110,000.00 per year, thero 
will bo n balance of at least $33,000.00 
per year more than is required and 
surely there would bo no direct tax 
levy for the bond Issuo requirements.

Cites Advantages _. 
Citing the payment ot Interest 
money as tho only disadvantage in 
the plan, Mr. Lobdoll points to many 
reasons why tho bond Issuo should bo 
ratified by Lako county voters next 
Tuesday. Among the advantages he 
lists are: All roads would bo com- 
pleted In four years time, whereas if 
the bond issuo .Is rejected, nine years 
will bo required to build the roads. 
The saving of five yoars tlmo during 
which wo would have the" use of tho 
roads is worth while, Mr. Lobdell 
thinks.

Unsolved Riddles That Still Paula 
Authorities Here and Abroad 



What Became of Harvey 
Wentworth? 

THE Civil war brought about mnny 
very mysterious disappearances, 
but ono of tlio most remarkable of 
them all was that of Hnrvey B. Went- 
worth. New Hampshire farmer Ind 
who went away on a furlough otic 
day In July, 1802, nnd was never 
heard from thereafter. Nutu rally, 
there were a number of cowards who 
deserted tho colors either because of 
feur of dissatisfaction with the way 
In which they were treated, but ev- 
erything pointed to the fact that this 
wng not tho case with young Went- 
worth anil, ns a result, all possible 
efforts were mnde to discover what 
hnd become of him. Hut In vain. II« 
had apparently vanished as complete- 
ly as If the earth had opened and 
swallowed hlrn. 

Enrly In July, 1802, n new regiment 
of volunteers was mustered Into serv- 
ice In the vicinity of Suncook, N. II.. 
n regiment known as the Nineteenth 
New nampshlro volunteers. One of 
the most enthusiastic members of this 
regiment was young Wentworth, a pri- 
vate In Company I). He was a farmer 
boy of exceptionally good habits, In- 
telligent nnd Inquisitive. Therefore, 
when the regiment encamped on the 
Virginia side of tho Potomac, near 
Acqueduct bridge, and Wentworth re- 
quested a furlough to see the sights 
of the Capital, It was granted with- 
out a moment's hesitation. In com- 
pany with a number of others he left 
camp — and wus never heard from 
again. At the next roll call ho was 
marked "not present" and some days 
later, was entered as having "myste- 
riously disappeared." 

No ono ever believed thnt Went- 
worth hod deserted. He was not built 
thnt way, and every clrcumstnnce In 
the case pointed away from such prob- 
ability. A special court of Inquiry 
was called and, after considering the 
menger evidence In the case, reported 
that Wentworth hnd "disappeared 
from mortal ken but. In view of bis 
character nnd antecedents, wo clear 
him from the charge of desertion nnd 
recommend thnt his military record 
be regarded as without stalu." 

This opinion was principally based 
upon the fnct that Wentworth bad 
never been heard to complain of the 
hardships of army life even during tho 
forced inarch southward from New 
Hampshire. In fact, be had been too 
short n time In the service to tire of 
It and had been treated with tho ut- 
most consideration, his cousin being 
captain of the compnny of which he 
wus a member. Moreover, there was 
plenty of evidence that the New 
Hampshire boy bad been extremely 
anxious to reach tho front and see 
something of real war. 

When ho left camp he wns full of 
youthful enthusiasm over the pros- 
pect of seeing the sights of* Wash- 
ington and, apparently, had never left 
the city. Sentries had been posted 
at every road that led out of the Cap- 
ital, as well as along Its lending 
thoroughfares, and no one could get 
by them without having his pass re- 
corded. The records of these guards 
showed that the missing youth hnd 
presented his pass on entering the 
western limits of the city, and they In- 
dicated his progress along Pennsyl-, 
vnnla nvenue to tho Capitol. Rut, after 
that, all trace of him was lost. 

The thorough Investlgntlon which 
followed his unnccountnble disappear- 
ance showed thnt he had last been 
seen on the brow of Capitol hill, look- 
ing over tho city spread out before 
him. All nbout him were masons and 
stone cutters, working on nn extension 
to tho Capitol.' Below 'him. was , a 
labyrinth of partly covered excava- 
tions for the 6ubbascmcnt of the now 
extension. 

What could have become of him? 
Did he meet with foul play, and If 
so, how wns his body concealed? Did 
be fall n prey to the bullet of some 
Confederate 'spy? Wns It possible 
that, while exploring tho labyrinthine 
mazes of the new portion of the Cap- 
itol bo was overcome by'the r heat and 
fell Into some dark abyss, where his 
remains wero later wnllcd up nud 
entombed? 

Hud be deserted, Wentworth would 
have eventually returned to New 
Hampshire, If only for tho purpose of 
keeping In touch' with conditions 
there. But nothing was ever heard 
of him In nuy section of tho country, 
nnd the only mark to his memory Is 
the monument in tho little church 
yurd In Suncook, New Hampshire, 
which bears the lettering: 

"Hurry B. Wentworth— Mysterious- 
ly disappeared from tho knowledge 
of men— Washington, D. 0., July. 1802/?

A humble but 
faithful tribute of remembrance.
